Replacing Wells Street Bridge 

CTA rail service over the Wells Street Bridge will be rerouted for nine days starting Friday night. 
The bridge has been closed to car and foot traffic since November. 



How the work will be done 

An 89-foot-long prefabricated section of the bridge will be floated into place by a barge, then 
attached to the existing south base. The south base will remain and has been sandblasted 
down to bare metal.

Over the next week, construction crews will 
descend on the Wells Street Bridge to per- 
form the engineering equivalent of a heart 
transplant on the nearly century-old struc- 
ture. 

CTA Brown Line and Purple Line service 
across the bridge will be temporarily cut off 
starting Friday night as dozens of tradesmen 
work around-the-clock, 12-hour shifts to de- 
molish the southern portion of the double- 
decker drawbridge. 

During the nine-day closure, which begins 
at 10 p.m. Friday the CTA will provide alter- 
native bus and rail service, officials said. On 
weekdays. Brown Line trains will alternate 
between terminating at the Merchandise 
Mart or continuing into the Loop through 
the State Street subway Shuttle buses will op- 
erate from the Chicago Avenue Brown Line 
station and the Loop “L’ as well as a special 
shuttle service on the Loop elevated track. 

Red Line and bus riders likely will see more 
crowds from the Brown and Purple lines. A 
similar nine-day closure is set for late April 
into early May 

In a tweet from its @cta account Mon- 
day, the CTA asked North Side riders to 
“try to shift workday next [week] to avoid 
peak” hours. The tweet directed riders to the 
agency’s page for the Wells Street project.

If all goes according to plan, the 
500,000-pound replacement section, which 
was floated up the Chicago River by barge last 
Saturday, will be moved into place by Tuesday 

That will leave the crews several days to in- 
stall more than 1,000 bolts needed to attach 
the 72-foot-wide span (each must fit within 
one-sixteenth of an inch), rebuild the ties and 
track work, and replace and re-energize the 
rail power and track signaling in time for the 
morning commute on Monday March ii. 

The full rehabilitation of the similar Lake 
Street Bridge in 1996 took about 12 months. 
This portion of the Wells Street Bridge re- 
construction is slated to be completed in just 
nine days, said Daniel Burke, deputy commis- 
sioner and chief engineer for the Chicago De- 
partment of Transportation, who called the 
project “the most challenging” in his 19 -year 
career. 

“This is as difficult as it gets,” Burke said. 


“We’ve never done anything like this before.” 

The Wells Street Bridge was constructed 
in its current form in 1922 and became one of 
the busiest bridges in Chicago. It now con- 


nects some 12,000 vehicles and 70,000 CTA 
commuters daily between the southern and 
northern reaches of the city

Pope steps down 


VATItAH CLTV EtuftutliCT ondwi hi? 
ficult reign Thursday, pledging unconditional 
obedience to whoever succeeds him to guide 
the Roman Catholic Church at one of the 
most crisis-ridden periods in its 2 , 000 -year 
history 

The papacy became vacant at 8 p.m., mark- 
ing the first time in six centuries a pope has 
resigned instead of ruling for life. 

In a symbolic gesture, the Swiss Guards 
who stood sentry at the papal summer resi- 
dence south of Rome, where the pope flew by 
helicopter less than three hours earlier, quit 
their posts and the massive wooden doors of 
the hilltop residence were closed. 

At the same time, the papal apartments 
in the Vatican were locked and will not be 
opened until a new pope is elected. 

As he left the Vatican several hours earlier

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You don’t know Jack 


Anna Paris stars in 
“Little Bo Peep: 
Wolf Exploder.” 
That sounds like a 
classic tale revision 
that would pick 
the right tone and 
deliver some fun. 

Until that movie actually exists, we’re 
left with “Jack the Giant Slayer,” the 
latest in an already-exhausted trend of 
legend reinventions (“Snow White and the 
Huntsman,” “Hansel and Gretel: Witch 
Hunters,” even ‘Abraham Lincoln: Vampire 
Hunter”) that, usually, are either dully seri- 
ous or pathetically unfunny Or both. 

Anyway you’d think a monk in posses- 
sion of world-changing magic beans would 
be more responsible. In the shockingly 
uninspired, 115-minute 3-D slog “Slayer,” 
that monk uses the beans to buy a horse 
from a stranger— with only a quick, non- 
informative warning about not getting 
them wet. 


The stranger is 18 -year-old Jack (Nicho- 
las Hoult, who fared better in “Warm 
Bodies”), who’d love to protect Princess 
Isabelle (Eleanor Tomlinson) as one of 
the king’s guardians but doesn’t have the 
noble blood required. But then those 
beans touch water and the resulting giant 
beanstalk sends IsabeUe skyward into 
a land of hideous, generic giants. This 
prompts a climb-and-rescue mission that 
includes a vanilla knight (Ewan McGregor), 
the middle-aged, obviously 
untrustworthy sleaze (Stanley 
Tucci) whom the king (Ian 
McShane) senselessly wants 
his daughter to marry and 
Jack, who shares Isabelle’s 
thirst for adventure and, 
uh, aversion to death. 

Otherwise their relation- 
ship ain’t squat, and they have 
even less chemistry

“Valkyrie” writer Christopher McQuar- 
rie, “Slayer” barely has the seed of an idea.

He paints 
style into nearly every shot. Indicating in 
voiceover, “To become adult is to become 
free,” India sits in a pose identical to a 
concrete statue; later, she lies in the center of 
a ring of shoes she’s grown out of We learn 
she hates to be touched, and a school bully 
(Lucas Till of “X-Men: Lirst Class”) discovers 
what happens when you mess with her.

\ jim wish creator Avriter Michael Hirst 
C'lLlirjbuth,” “The Tudors”) would spend 
mOK- [imiJ fleshing out Ragnar’s far-flung 
MiKTHturua. “Vikings” speeds through his 
maiden voyage west so quickly you’d think 
Scandinavia was just across the Channel from 
England. 

But Hirst can tell a story, and with “Vi- 
kings” he has the luxury of taking creative 
license, because the real Vikings never kept 
written records. Most of their history was 
told by their victims, which is why most 
viewers likely think “rampaging barbarians” 
when they hear “Vikings.” (Or they think 
football.) The intriguing details of Viking life 
and culture and the lush Irish scenery where 
the series filmed help overcome the incon- 
sistent accents and some clumsy, not-of-the- 
8th-century dialogue. 

After opening with a bloody fantastic 
battle, Sunday’s pilot lumbers to an excit- 
ing end. But the good news is “Vkings” 
improves with each episode, slowly building 
its fascinating characters and discovering its 
ultimately absorbing tale.

Off to a good start

Fabio Viviani was 
a fan favorite on 
the fifth season 
of “Top Chef,” 
but since then, 

I’ve seen his 
charming grin 
and suave Italian accent all over the place. 

There he was on a commercial for 
Domino’s, touting a line of artisan piz- 
zas. Or promoting oatmeal as a healthy 
breakfast (in red satin pajamas, of course) 
in an online video for Quaker Oats. And in 
between, he’s teaching his fans Italian one 
word at a time on Twitter. 

His on-screen antics— from the way 
he pronounced “burger” as “boorger” 


and declared, “This is Top Chef,’ it’s not 
Top Scallops,’ ’’—were such reality TV 
gold that Bravo brought him back for two 
more shows, “Top Chef All- Stars” and 
“Life After Top Chef” 

Now, thanks to a partnership with 
Luke Stoioff and David Rekhson of newly 
christened Dineamic Group (the guys that 
brought you self-serve beer at Bull & Bear 
and Public House), this Florence-raised, 
California-based chef is sharing his family 
recipes with Chicago. 

On a research trip to Italy, the Dine- 
amic crew was particularly taken with 
Siena, a Tuscan city about 45 miles outside 
of Florence— and more specifically, a small 
side-street eatery there called LaTaverna. 
“There’s a guy making pizza. There’s a guy 
making martinis, pouring wine, making 
pasta on an old pasta grinder,” Stoioff said. 
“It was literally a bar and a kitchen.” 

And so, everything at Siena Tavern, 
from the Edison bulbs hanging from the 
ceiling to the typewriter font on the menu 
to the layout of multiple bars interspersed 




with dining nooks, can be traced back to 
this particular place. I pulled up a barstool 
to see if Fabio and company’s food had 
the potential to charm as much as his one- 
liners do. 

Keep it light 

It seems like every other word on the 
menu is prosciutto, pancetta, truffle or 
some kind of cheese, but a rich, food 
coma-inducing meal isn’t the only way to 
go. Raw seafood plates from the crudo bar 
such as balsamic-drizzled hamachi with 
jalapeno slices and crispy shallots ($12) 
are flavor-packed but still light. And even 
though I usually couldn’t care less about 
salads, combos such as hearts of palm 
with avocado and marcona almonds ($11) 
or farro with shrimp, calamari, roasted 
peppers and green beans ($14) sounded 
downright tempting.

Pencil in a return visit 

The menu is just too huge to try everything 
that sounds good in one sitting. Like Balena 
and RPM Italian, two other Italian restau- 
rants that have opened within the past year 
or so, Siena serves a massive Florentine-style 
steak for two dressed with herbs, olive oil 
and lemon. Convincing another carnivore at 
the table to go halfsies on this $85 36 -ounce 
porterhouse is easier said than done, though, 
especially when everyone’s in the mood for 
pasta. My own Italian mother-in-law makes 
a damn good lasagna, but next time. I’ll save 
room to try Viviani’s mama’s recipe ($16). 
Ditto for the bomboloni ($9), holeless Ital- 
ian doughnuts made with mashed potatoes 
to give them a gooey consistency And the 
house-made gelato. And 12-ounce kobe meat- 
ball. See what I mean? 

Don’t let the reservations 
situation scare you off 

It’s true, most of Siena Tavern’s prime-time 
reservations are booked solid into April on 
opentable.com. But that doesn’t mean it’s as 
tough to get into as Chicago’s most popular 
restaurant with “Top Chef” roots. Girl & The 
Goat. A decent chunk of tables in the dining 
room are saved for walk-ins and the entire 
main bar and surrounding tables are first 
come, first served. 

Bottom line: Livelier than a traditional 
red-sauce joint and fancier than its sports 
bar siblings— though not as fancy as River 
North’s other celeb-owned modern Italian 
hangout, RPM— Siena Tavern is on the way 
to hitting a sweet spot for downtown diners 
and drinkers.

Or majorly pig out 

It’s definitely not for a first date, but the 
mess of an appetizer that is the coccoli ($12) 
is closely based off a LaTaverna dish. Crispy 
puffs of fried dough arrive on a cutting board 
with strips of prosciutto, blobs of stracchino 
(a mild, smooth Italian cheese) and drizzles 
of truffle honey You break apart the dough, 
spread on the cheese, tear off some prosciutto 
and assemble it into a little bite, covering 
yourself in honey in the process. In the pasta 
department, praise for Viviani’s gnocchi on 
“Top Chef” definitely set the bar high for his 
version served here with a rich truffle cream 
sauce flecked with fried sage and pancetta 
($16). The best gnocchi is feather-light and 
velvety soft, while the worst is gummy and 
chalky— and Fabio’s unquestionably is the 
former. Thin-crust pizzas (Siq-Siy) have more 
in common with Bar Toma’s substantial crust 
the authentic Neopolitan styles of Nella and 
Spacca Napoli. 


Expect a bit of deja vu 

Siena Tavern may have been inspired by a 
quaint little restaurant, but the oversized 
tufted booths, cleavage-baring bartenders and 
bar that’s three deep by 6:30 p.m. on a Friday 
are shades of Bull & Bear and Public House, 
for sure. Whereas beer dominates those hang- 
outs, cocktails ($12) are much more of a focus 
here, thanks to Revae Schneider of Femme du 
Coupe. The No. ii was like a memory mashup 
of vacationing in Mexico and Italy with 
tequila and grappa mingling in the same glass, 
while the No. 5 matched bourbon with chai, 
sparkling apple cider and Averna, an Italian 
liqueur. The staff is still working through the 
usual we-just-opened kinks —which means 
I witnessed a spilled cocktail here, a sloshed 
crudo plate there and the occasional pasta 
arriving before antipasti.
